THE RETURN to “nor- 
malcy” as far as precipitation 
is concerned appears to be 
well under way. for while we 
entered the month with a 
shortage of rainfall (in the 
lowlands) and snowfall (in 
the highlands)—and by the 
way, you take the high road— 
in prospect, it seems. that 
whatever shortages’ existed 
have been made up. | 


Our lightning calculator, | 
with the assistance of Mr. 
James Winsted, who disburses 
the weather in this vicinity 
for the Pacific Gas & Electric | 
Company in co-operation 
with the Weather Bureau, has 
arrived at the conclusion that 
the total of rainfall in Plac- 
erville for the season up to 
8:10 o’clock this morning (we 
were all ten minutes late) is 
12.26 inches. 


a 


NINE AND one-tenth inches 
of this amount has arrived 
since December Ist, when we 
had 3.16 inches of rain and 
were then a little less than 
fifty per cent of normal. 


So, vou see, if we take the 
normal for December 1, which 
is 7.05 inches, and subtract it 
from the normal for January 
1, which is 13.99 inches, we 
get the figure 6.94, which we 
may assume to be the amount 
of rain we should expect to 
receive during the month. 


And here we are, on Decem- 
ber 26th (what’s left of us the 
day after Christmas) — with 
9.10 inches of rain for the 
month and 12.26 for the seas- 
on, and five days to go in 
which to attain the January 
1 normal of 13.99 inches. 

Yeah, well? Most of us 
have seen enough of rain for 
enough days in a row that 
who cares.

Bethlehem And Rome Were 
“Blacked Out” Completely 
On Christmas Eve 


By UNITED PRESS 

Christmas, 1940, found a large 
share of the world’s peace, cheer 
and plenty centered in the United 
States. 

An unofficial truce prevatled in 
the British-German aerial warfare, 
and no bombs fell in either country 


‘all day, but both London and Ber- 


lin were tense as usual. Londoners 


gathered in air raid cellars to sing | 


Christmas carols and Berlin lifted 
the wartime restrictions only suf- 


ficient to broadcast Christmas mu- | 


sic a few hours at stations that are 
kept silent most of*the time lest 


they guide British airplanes to the} 


city. 

Bethlehem, the holy city, 
Rome, the eternal city, were black- 
ed out completely Christmas Eve. 
Most of the worshippers at the 
Church of the Nativity, supposedly 
on the site of Christ’s birth, were 
British soldiers. 

In Albania and Africa the war 
continued with unabated fury. 


An Italian communique said “u- 
merous Italian planes bombed in- 
tensively the British advance base 
in Libya and damaged a British 
warship off the coast, and that a 
violent artillery duel proceeded in 
the vicinity of Bardia. 

Greeks reported that Italian air- 
plane bombings killed 15 civilians, 


mostly women and children, at Cor- 


fu which, Greeks said, was no mili- 


| tary objective. Greece reported that 


her troops continued to assail the 
Italian lines in Albania throughout 
the holiday. 

In virtually all of Europe, ration- 
ing and penury made the Christmas 
dinners skimpy. 

South America celebrated Christ- 
mas as usual in summer heat. 

Balmy weather prevailed over a 


large portion of the United States, | 


increasing highway traffic and its 
attendant perils. More than 250 per- 
sons were killed accidentally in this 
country, mostly in traffic disasters 
and fires. "The total probably was 
as large as that claimed by wars in 
the rest of the world. 

President Roosevelt and his fam- 
ily—four generations—spent the day 
quietly at the White House, where 
the youngsters hung stockings in 
the President’s room. 

In New York, tens of thousands 
of unfortunates had free chicken or 
turkey dinners and there, as in oth- 
er cities throughout the country, 
holiday crowds were swelled by the 
soldiers, home on furlough from the 
training camps.

But, Ch Boy! There Was 


Plenty Of Excitement 
While It Lasted! 


SANTA CRUZ — (UP) A “lost” 
varmy plane flying through a heavy 
lovercast sky, gave thousands of 
Santa Cruz residents an acute at- 
tack of Christmas jitters last night.

“SIGHTING OF LIFEBOAT 
HINTS SINKING OF 
‘NAZI RAIDER 


| NEW YORK, ‘\P) — Reports that 
| an empty lifeboat marked “Ham- ! 
burg” had been sighted adrift 800 | 
miles off the coast of Portugal indi- | 
| cated today that a German sea raid- | 
ler may have come to a disastrous | 
| end. 
The Hamburg is a 22,337-ton lin- 
er of the same type that Germany 
has armed to prey on Atlantic ship- 
ping. The British armed merchant 
cruiser Carnarvon Castle encount- 
ered one of them 700 miles north- 
east of Montevideo, Uruguay, Dec. 
5, and was damaged in a running 
battle during which the German 
ship escaped because of superior 
speed. 

The sighting of the lifefoat was 
reported last night by Capt. Joel 
Gomes of the tiny Portuguese 
freighter Goncalo Vehlo which had 
docked after its first Atlantic cross- 
ing. He said he saw the boat 200 
‘miles east of the Azores Dec. 11. 
Surveying it through pinoculars, he 
found that it was empty except for 
two oars, and he could read “Ham- 
burg” on its side, he said. 

Shipping circles. believed that 
some British warship might have 
disposed of the Hamburg, The Brit- 
ish admiralty witholds news of the 
sinking of German submarines and 
sea raiders.

1 can condensed chicken soup

They 
complained that most of the time 
the grocers offered only hard and 
green pears, without taste appeal. 

There was no preference shown 
for one winter pear variety over an- 
other, the customers buying Bosc 
and Anjous interchangeably. The 
Kroeger store sold so much more 
than they expected that they ran 
out of the conditioned pears and 
sold hard-green pears to meet the 
demand. 

Growers and shippers of winter 
pears have learned through the field 
work of the pear bureau that eastern 
grocers many times will not take the 
trouble to ripen the winter pears, 
selling them hard as brickbats. 

Many purchasers do not know 
that the pears will ripen in ordi- 
nary room temperature, and either 
eat them in a tasteless condition, 
destroy them, or think that the 


' pears have to be cooked before they 


are edible. The pear bureau is bend- 
ing every effort to educate jobbers,
